Once  a^ain  the  I.Iinistry  of  Health  has  required  that  the  Report  of  the 
Health  of  the  District  aha.ll  be  presented  in  a-bbrovic-ted  interim  foim. 


In  comuon  v/ith  the  nei^’hbouring  districts  a shs^rp  epidemic  of  measles  wajs 
experienced  and  acoompan3ring  this  was  a rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of 

r 

whooping  cough,  although  this  was  of  a much  lesser  degreo.  Two  cases  only, 
of  diphtheria  were  reported,  thus  maintaining  tho  standard  of  recent  years, 

A Y/'elcomc  drop  in  numbers,  occurred  with  scarlet  fever;  one  quarter  of  the 
cases  of  the  previous  year  occurring.  Details  are  given  of  the  frequency 
and  age  grouping  of  individual  diseases  in  the  rolavant  section  of  tho  report. 


Tho  proportionate  rise  of  total  numbers  of  notified  tuberculosis  cases  was 
loss  than  in  1942,  but,  novertholoss,  there  was  a slight  increase,  d5.ffioult 
to  assess  with  so  much  movement  of  population. 

Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  Birth  rate  is  higher  than  that  a.ve raging 
generally,  while  'fchc  Death  rate  is  slightly  below  that  of  the  Country, 

Slxtrt  notes  have  been  made  of  the  conditions  provsaling  in  each  branch  of 
sanitarjr  service,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  tho  refuse  collection  scheme  was 
tho  main  concern  of  the  Council  during  tho  year,
